Jesus answered, K I honor myself my honor is nothing; 
It is my Father which honoreth me. 

Of whom ye say, He is your Gbd ; 

Yet ye have not known Him. 
And if I should say I know Him not, I shall be a liar 
Like unto you. I say unto you, before Abraham was, 

I am. 
Then took they up stones, and cast at him, but Jesus 
Hid Himself, and went out of the temple going 
Through the midst of them, and so passed by. 

Others said, how can a man that is a sinner do such 
Miracles ; and there was a division among them. 
The Jews had agreed that if any man did confess that 
He was Christ, he should be put out of the synagogue.

Ye are gods. Say ye of him whom the Father hath sanctified 
Thou blasphemest, because I said I am the Son of God. 
K I do not the Works of my Father, believe me not. 
But if I do, though ye believe not me", believe the Works. 

He escaped out of their hands. 
And went away again, beyond Jordan, where 
John at first baptized, and there abode. 

Now, a certain man was sick. 
Named Lazarus. When Jesus heard that. 
He said, this sickness is not unto death, but for the glory

Thereby. Now Jesus loved Martha and heb sister. 
And Lazarus. When he heard, therefore, that he was sick 
He abode two days still in the same place, where he was.

Jesus said, are there not twelve 
Hours in the day ; if any man walk in the day 
He stumbleth not, because he seeth the light of this world. 
Then said Jesus unto them, plainly, Lazarus is dead I 
Then said Thomas, which is called Did-amus, unto his fellow 
Disciples, Let us also go, that we may die with him. 
' Then Martha, as soon as she had heard that 
Jesus was coming, went and met him. 
But Mary sat still in the house. 

He said unto her. Thy brother shall rise again ; 
Saying, I am the resurrection 
And the life. Believe thou this? 

She said unto him. Yea, Lord, I Believe that thou art 
The Christ, the Son of God, 
Which should come into the world. 
And when she had said this she went 
Her way and called Mary, secretly. 
Saying, The Master is come, and calleth for thee. 

When Jesus saw her weeping, 
And the Jews, he groaned in the Spirit, and was troubled. 
They said unto him. Lord, come and see. 
Jesus wept ! 
Then said the Jews, Behold 
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How he loved him. Jesus therefore again groaned 

In himself. Cometh to the grave. 
It was a cave. 
Jesus said, Take away the stone. Martha, 
The sister of him that was dead, said unto him,

Sitting Bull Laid Away — General Miles' Report to the 

Commanding Greneral of the Army — The Indians 

Determined to Eight. 

Sfpeeial to Ihe Examiner* 

The funeral of the Indian policemen took place yesterday 
afternoon with military ceremony. Sitting Bull's body was 
laid away in the post grave-yard with few honors. Detailed 
account of the fight — Bull Head, who was in charge of the 
Indian police, was a bitter enemy of Sitting Bull. When the 
courier from the police came back on the road and notified 
the cavalry of the fight, the latter started forward on a gallop. 
The hostiles were in the timber and firing on the police, who 
defended themselves from Sitting Bull's house. A few shells 
from the Hotchkiss gun sent the redskins hurrying up the 
river out of range. 
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The policemen formed in line and presented a fine appear- 
ance as they received the soldiers — but the spectacle a few 
yards behind them was horrible in the extreme. Eight 
corpses lay about on the ground, riddled with bullets and mu- 
tilated. Sitting Bull was on his back, and his face was hardly 
recognizable, so shot up and battered was it. 

The correspondent thinks a number of the hostiles who 
escaped were badly wounded. 

The police entered the camp early in the morning, and 
proceeded quickly to Sitting Bull's house and surrounded it. 
Several went inside and arrested Sitting Bull, when he gave 
the alarm by yelling. Several of his lieutenants repeated it, 
and fighting then began. The police stood their ground hero- 
ically, in spite of tremendous odds against them. 

Catch-the-Bear and several other hostiles rushed into the 
house and began firing at the police. Bull Head was shot in 
the leg — he whirled and put a bulled into Sitting Bull's head 
— and at the same moment Red Tomahawk shot Sitting Bull 
in the stomach. Part of the hostiles retreated to the stable, a 
hundred yards off, and the policemen pursued and drove them 
out. The policemen also got possession of the house, and took 
in their dead and wounded. The hostiles then fell back into 
the woods, and the fight was kept up until the cavalry drove 
them off. 

TROOPS CLOSING IN. 

Pine Ridge. — Officers counted up the returned dancers to- 
day, finding 1024, and issued rations to them. It is believed 
the hostiles in the Bad Lands number 600. The troops are 
closing in on them. 

NEGRO GHOST DANCERS. 

Bismarck. — It is reported that the negroes in Mandan are 
affected with the Messiah craze, and are holding nightly meet- 
ings in an empty government building. 

WAS IT WANTON BUTCHERY. 

Bismarck. — ^It is now being claimed that Sitting Bull was 
murdered in cold blood. Corporal Gunn, of the Eighth Cav- 
alry, was also with the troops that went out in support of the 
Indian police. He says the Indian police did not like Sitting 
Bull. Every Indian at the agency, except Sitting BulPs fol- 
lowers, was jealous of the latter's prominence, and only too 
glad of an opportunity being afforded, under government pro- 
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tection, to kill him. Continuing, Corporal Gunn says : Lieu- 
tenant Bull Head, of the Indian police, went to Sitting Bull's 
house, opened the door, and commenced reading the warrant 
N for his arrest. Sitting Bull and his two sons — one a lad of 
twelve — were the only persons in the shack. He carried his 
arms, like all Indians. The boy came to the door and gave 
the cry of alarm, on seeing the house surrounded by police. 
He no sooner cried than Bull Head, without a moment's hes- 
itation, and before any resistance, fired at Sitting Bull, the 
ball piercing his breast immediately over the left nipple.. As 
he was staggering he managed to draw his revolver and fire 
one shot, the bullet entering Bull Head's thigh. Sitting Bull 
fell about six feet away from the door. His horse was stand- 
ing near the house. Red Tomahawk jumped on it and flew 
with the news that Sitting Bull was killed. Crowfoot, the 
boy, was next killed, and fell across the body of his father. 

The combat was then hand to hand. Sitting Bull's enraged 
followers rising up from the brush like magic. But few shots 
were fired — guns were clubbed, stocks shattered to splinters, 
and barrels badly bent The Indian police soon found them- 
selves handicapped, and sought refuge in Sitting Bull's desert- 
ed shack, leaving outside four of their own dead and nine of 
the hostiles, including the old chief. 

Shortly^ after the troops appeared, and the hostiles hastily 
retreated. 

READY TO RETURN. 

Rapid City. — General Miles has received advice from Gen- 
eral Brook that 500 friendly Indians have left Pine Ridge to 
attempt to bring in the hostiles. Thirty-nine of Sitting Bull's 
Indians, who left the agency on Monday, have sent in word 
that they will return. 

General Carr has thrown out a cavalry force to intercept 
the band now reported to be moving across the reservation of 
the Bad Lands. If the force fails to intercept them, they will 
be pursued aind arrested. 

General Miles says that no advance would be made until 
the result of the Pine Ridge conference is known. Big Foot 
and Hump have surrendered, and have returned to the agency.. 
No Indians except the band mentioned are now going to the 
hostiles, and the gordon of troops is constantly tightening. 

General Miles discredits the report of a large band of 
Indians in the vicinity of camp Crook, on the Little Missouri. 
No further engagements have been reported from the lower 
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ranches. A government herd ot cattle was located on Alkali 
Creek, and a force of twenty men have gone to round it up. 

Two companies of the Seventeenth infantry, from Fort 
Russell, are expected here this afternoon, and will at once fol- 
low the forty-five Cheyenne scouts from Pine Ridge, who 
started for Cheyenne this morning. The)available force along 
the Cheyenne, under General Carr, is about 1500 men. 

SITTING bull's GHOST APPEARS. 

Minneapolis. — Tribune special says that a ranchman in to- 
day from up Bad River, reports that the hitherto peaceable, 
semi-civilized tribe of Two Kettle Sioux began a wild ghost 
dance the night before last. Some of the bucks, when return- 
ing home, claimed to have seen a white figure on top of a 
bluff*. One of them said it was Sitting Bull. The alleged 
phantom motioned them to follow, and glided from hill to hill 
in the direction of the Bad Lands. The ranchman says the 
Indians accept this as a proof that Sitting Bull is the Messiah, 
and that he was beckoning them to join his followers. The 
ghost dance is the consequence, and the ranchman says the 
Indians as far down as Willow Creek are aflfected. 

If the story is true it is a serious affair. 

IHDIAKS SURRENDER. 

Washington, December. — ^Major General Schofield has re- 
ceived a tdegram from General Miles dated Rapid City, Da- 
kota, as follows: I believe all or nearly all of the followers of 
Sitting Bull have been captured. Colonel Sumner reports to- 
day the capture of Big Foot's band of Sioux numbering 150. 
He has been one of the most defiant and threatening of the 
Indians. The result so far has been satisfactory. 

On the same Christmas day I was very busy myself. 

I was heavy at work. 

My hat off* I was diving into it as a farm laborer working 
for my board was my thoughts. I was pruning out the extra 
branches of fruit trees on the place where I lived a quiet 
life. 

And after serious reflection I do not think this fighting the 
Indian was right. 

If he wished to give a ghost dance during his idle time it 
was nobody's business in Washington or anywhere else. 

If the Indian wished a Messiah it was nobody's business in 
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Washington, and it would be sensible not fight him again 
for it. ^ 

Kind treatment comes from gentlemen; trouble originate? 
from Government officers who slight work. 

Result, fight, hardship. 

Church members — I am a Christian but not a church 
member. 

Scrubs of the world — I am a scrub clean in world. I 
do not respect people for the above active fight. I do not 
respect big heads who do not respect Grod. My last wish is 
they may go to—. Realize I am sincere, but cannot handle 
you all. 

Make yourselves sincere. God's Law will handle you at the 
last. I am man. His Law is truth, exact never to fail. 

The Indian ghost dance was doing no harm (to the breed). 

Was doing no harm by. the Mile like other jigs are doing. 
I hope Miles will quit fighting the Indians and turn his Hot- 
ch-kiss against the other jig — or against a feather bed where 
he can do no harm. I will be familiar (with the breed). 

There was certainly no use for the white people to interfere 
and give the Indians bad treatment, because they were excited 
about a Saviour. 

Bad treatment to them is no advantage to any one that I 
know of. 

It was.no advantage to any person that I know of for the 
the American government to commence fighting the redman 
because he wished a Saviour. He can do no harm with his 
belief to other than himself, and this should be a free country 
to all who have as good judgment as the American Sioux. 

Of course they wish their right and show it as quick as 
the army officer can show the big head. 

I forgot Miles. He is an army officer, and after his 
achievements against the red man, he certainly will get a 
head quite large and quiet. He should not either accord- 
ing to account, he walked the floor mostly his soldiers and the 
red man out fighting the storms killing a few in fair weather, 
they were all glad by account that the weather was destroying 
the red man for then they wished to freeze him out with the 
severe cold storms. 

It simply shows the American character is cool in feeling 
towards the red man a cool and small calling for others. 

That is the reason I like to ^ake this to drop man one and 
all forever. I have never heard a preacher, missionary or 
any one else say very much in favor of the American Indian, 
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and they respect Great Spirit more than any other race on 
this GJobe. 

Reference the Spirit that writes this Book — Ladies— change. 

They are firm if they believe their Savior is coming. They 
have the right, and show fight when a big army department 
tries to tramp— them. 

They should not dirty their hands on a few white trash; but 
they have a perfect right to fight that thatis spread over their 
land if it tries to corral them, and get them out of the way, 
and allow them nothing (but something).
